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Rules  of  the   House 


SEVENTH  LEGISLATIYE  AR.^EMP>LY. 

RULE  J. 

Attendance  and  Decornni. 

1.  Every  mem])er  sliall  be  present  in  tlie  liall  of  the  Honse 
dnring  the  sittings,  unless  necessarily  prevented  or  excused. 
He  shall  vote  on  each  question  put  unless  he  has  a  direct  per- 
sonal or  pecuniar}^  interest  in  the  event  of  sucli  (piestion  ex- 
cept as  provided  in  Role  XIX. 

2.  No  smoking  shall  he  allowed  in  the  hall  of  tlie  House,  or 
lobh}^,  at  any  time  while  the  House  is  in  session.  The 
Sergeant-at-Arms  is  hereby  required  to  strictly  enforce  the  ob- 
servance of  this  rule. 

3.  The  hour  for  the  meeting  of  the  House  shall  be  ten 
o'clock  A.  M.  unless  bv  the  House  otherwise  directed. 


RULE  IT. 

Duties  of  the  Speaker. 

1.  The  Speaker  shall  take  the  chair  on  every  Legislative 
day  precisely  at  the  liour  to  Avhich  the  House  shall  have  ad- 
journed at  the  last  sitting,  immediately  call  the  members  to 
order,  and  after  prayer  by  the  Chaplain  and  on  the  appear- 
ance of  a  Quorum,  cause  the  proceedings  of  the  last  day's 
sitting  to  be  read,  having  prcAdously  examined  and  approved 
tlie  same. 

2.  He  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum,  and  in  case  of  dis- 
turbance or  disorderly  conduct  in  the  gallaries,  or  in  the  lobby 
may  cause  the  same  to  be  cleared. 

3.  He  shall  have  general  control,  except  as  provided  hj 
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rule  or  l;iw,  of  tlio  Hall  of  tlio  iroiis(%  and  of  tlio  corridors  and 
])assa,iix^s. 

I.  II(^  shall  si^ii  all  acts,  addr(\ss(^s  and  resolutions  in  tlie 
])i('S(^nce  of  the  Mouse,  and  all  Avrits,  warrants  and  snbpoenas 
of  J  or  issiu^l  by  Orfler  of  the  Honse,  and  shall  decide  all  qnes- 
tions  of  oi-der  snhject  to  an  appeal  hy  any  member,  when  snch 
a})peal  is  supported  by  t>yo  other  members,  upon  which  appeal 
no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once,  unless  1)y  permission 
of  the  House. 

5.  He  shall  rise  to  put  a  question,  l)ut  may  state  it  sitting; 
and  shall  put  <iuestions  in  tliis  form,  to-wit :  ''As  many  as  are  in 
fayor  (as  the  question  may  be)  say  Aye;"  and  after  the  affirma- 
iive  yoice  is  expressed,  ''As  many  as  are  opposed  say  No/'  If  lie 
doubts,  or  a  diA'ision  is  called  for  the  House  shall  diyide;  those 
in  the  affirmative  of  the  question  shall  first  rise  from  their 
seats  and  then  tliose  in  the  negatiye;  if  he  still  doubts,  or  a 
count  is  required  by  at  least  one-tifth  of  a  quorum,  he  shall 
name  one  from  each  side  of  the  (]u  est  ion,  to  tell  the  members 
iii  the  aflirmatiye  and  negatiye,  whicli  being  reported,  he  shall 
rise  and  state  the  decision. 

().  He  shall  not  l>e  required  to  yote  in  ordinary  legislatiye 
proceedings,  except  Allien  his  yote  would  l)e  decisiA^e,  or  on  a 
yea  and  nay  yote,  or  where  the  House  is  engaged  in  yoting  by 
ballot;  and  in  all  cases  of  a  tie  yote  the  question  shall  be  lost, 
excei:)t  on  an  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  chair. 


RULE  Til. 

Speaker  Pro  Tem. 

,  The  Speaker  ]*ro  Tem  shall  perform  all  the  duties  of  Speaker 
in  th(^  ahsence  of  that  officer;  and  on  such  other  occaisions  as 
th(^  Speaker  may  request. 


TUTLE  IV. 

Duties  of  the  (Jlerk. 


1.  The  Chief  Clerk  shall  keep  a  correct  journal  of  the  pro- 
cecMliugs  of  the  House,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may 
be  assigned  to  him.     He  shall  su peril] tend  the  recording  of  the 


journal  of  tlie  ])L'o('(HHliii<;\s,  i\\v  oii^rossin*^,  (Mii-olliiii;,  lian- 
scri.l)iiii>  and  c()pyirii>'  of  bills,  i-c^sohiiioiis,  clc. ;  sliall  pciinil, 
no  i(M-oi-(ly  or  papers  boioiij^intj;  to  (lie  House  (o  Ik^  lakcn  out 
of  his  custody  otlierwise  tliau  in  (ho  r(\i;ular  ooui-se  of  busi- 
ness; shaJl  report  any  nilssinij,  papers  to  the  Speaker;  siiall 
have  general  superA'ision  of  the  (^ntiri^  clerical  forc(^  of  the 
House,  under  tlie  direction  of  tlie  Speaker;  and  licnc-raMy  shall 
perform  all  the  vluties  pertaining-  to  Iris  otftce  as  chn-k. 

2.  Clerk  may  correct  certain  (^ri-ors.  The  Chief  Clerk  and 
Lis  engrossing  clerks,  in  all  projx^r  cases,  shall  correct  any 
jnere  clerical  errors  in  any  House  bill,  memorial  or  resolution, 
sue]]  as  errors  in  orthography,  or  the  use  of  one  word  for  an- 
other, as  ''atfecf''  for  "effect,"  ''])revious''  for  ''previously," 
and  the  like;  and  also  all  mistakes  in  nund)e]'ing  the  sections 
and  reference  thereto,  A^']letller  sucJi  mistakes  occur  in  the 
original  bill  or  are  caused  by  amendiiients  made  thereto;  pi'O- 
^ided  such  corrections  shall  not  ])e  made  after  engrossment, 
except  by  an  order  of  tlie  House ;  and  provided  further,  that 
all  such  cori'ections  shall  ])e  reported  to  the  Speaker.  But  no 
corrections  other  than  such  as  are  authorized  l)y  this  rule  shall 
be  made  at  any  time  by  the  clerk  or  his  assistants,  unless  upon 
order  of  the  House. 


RULE  V. 

Duties  of  the  Sergeant-at-Arms. 

It  sliall  be  tlie  duty  of  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  to  attend  the 
House  during  its  sessions,  to  maintain  order  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Speaker,  and  pending  the  election  of  the  Speaker 
or  Speaker  pre*  tempore  under  the  direction  of  the  Clerk, 
execute  the  commands  of  the  House,  and  all  processes 
issued  by  authority  thereof,  diiected  to  him  by  the  Speaker, 
and  shall  have  general  supervision  of  the  entire  administra- 
tive force  of  the  House. 


RULE  VL 

Chaplain. 

The  Chaplain  shall  attend  at  the  commencement  of  each 
day's  sitting  of  the  House,  and  open  the  same  with  prayer. 
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IJULE    VII, 

( 2  nest  ions  of  I*rivilege. 

^JiH'si  ions  of  ]H'ivil('^e  shall  be,  first,  tliose  affeeting:  tlie 
rii^lits  of  tlie  llonse  eoriectivel}^,  its  safety,  dignity,  and  the  in- 
t(\i>rity  of  its  proceedings;  secoiul,  the  riglits,  repntation  and 
conduet  of  the  members  individually  in  their  representative 
(•a})aeity  only.

HULE  IX. 

Committee  Clerks. 
The  majority  of  each  committee  sliall  apjfoiid  its  clerk.     If 
such  clerk  or  clerks  arc^  dtemed  necessary,  who  shall  be  paid 
a\  the  public  expenses  the  House  having  first  provided  for  such 
clerk. 


_KULE  X. 
Order  of  Business. 
The  first  business  of  (^acli  day's  session  shall  l)e  prayer  by 
the  Chax)lain,  roll  call,  reading  of  the  Journal  of  the  preceding 
day,  and  the  corrections  of  any  er-rors  (hat  may  be  found  to 
exist  therein,  aftii*  ^\hich  the  order  of  business  shall  be  as 
follows  : 

1.  Presentation  of  Petitions. 

2.  Notices. 

3.  IJeports  of  Standing  Committec^s. 
4     Iveports  of  Select  Committees. 

5.  Third  reading  of  House  Bills.

KULE  XI. 

Absence  of  (N)nmiittees. 

No  coiuiiiitiee  sliall  absent  theuuselves  by  reason  of  llieir 
.''ippointnient  dnving  tlie  sitting  of  tbe  House  without  special 
leave,  (\\:ce])t  coniniittees  of  conference,  engrossment  or  en- 
roll men  t. 


lUILE  XII. 

Debate. 


1.  A\  luvu  a.ny  member  desii'es  to  speak  or  deliver  an,y  matter 
to  tlie  ]l«)us(%  iu^  sliaJI  rise  and  resj)ectfully  address  himself 
to  ''Mr.  H])(^aker/'  and  on  being  recognized  may  address  the 
House  from  any  place  on  the  floor,  or  from  the  Clerk's  desk, 
and  shall  conlini^  himself  to  the  (pu'stion  und-er  debate,  avoid- 
ing I  )ei'Sona  lilies. 

2.  When  issi)  or  more  members  r-ise  at  once,  the  Speaker 
sliall  name  the  member  who  is  first  to  speak:  and  no  member 
shall  occupy  more  than  one-half  hour  in  debate  on  any  question 
in  the  House  or  in  the  committee,  except  as  further  provided 
h]  this  rule. 

.'>.  The  member  reporting  the  measure  under  consideration 
from  a  (ouunittee  may  open  and  close,  where  general  debate 
has  been  had  thereon;  and  if  it  shall  extend  beyond  one  day, 
he  shall  be  entitled  to  one-half  hour  to  close,  notwithstanding 
he  may  liave  used  an  hour  in  opening. 

4.  If  any  mendjer  in  speaking,  or  otherwise,  trangresses  the 
I'ules  of  the  Hoiise,  the  Speaker  shall,  or  any  member  may,  call 
him  to  order,  in  ^^i!ich  case  he  shall  immediately  sit  down,  un- 
less permitted  on  motion  of  another  member  to  explain;  and 
th(^  House  slial],  if  appealed  to,  decide  on  the  case,  AVithout 
debate;  if  the  decision  is  in  favor  of  the  member  called  tO' 
order,  he  shall  be  at  liberty  to  proceed,  but  not  otherwise,  and 
if  the  case  require,  he  shall  be  liable  to  censure  or  such  other 
punishment  as  the  House  may  deem  proper. 

5.  If  a  member  is  (^alled  to  order  for  words  spoken  in  de- 
bate, the  member  calling  him  to  order  shall  indicate  the  words 
excepted  to,  and  they  shall  be  taken  down  in  Avriting  at  the 
r'lork's  desk  and  read  aloud  to  th<^  Hous(^;  but  he  shall  not  be 
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licld    i()   ;nisN\('!',   nor    Ix^  siibjcci    (o    I  lie   (•ciisiii-c  of    I  lie    House 
Uiereror,  if  Inrtlu^-  debate  or  otln^-  l)iisiiiess  has  iiitei-vejied. 

Vk  !s'o  ine]ii1)ei'  sliall  S])eak  iiioi-e  tliaii  (Hiee  on  tlie  same 
question  willjonl  lea\'e  of  the  House,  unless  he  be  the  iiiovei-;, 
proposer  oi-  introdneer  of  the  niafter  pendini;;  in  which  ease 
lie  shall  ]>e  ])erniitted  to  speak  in  reply,  but  not  until  (n^ery 
niend)er  eiioosing  to  speak  sliall  have  s])oken. 


RULE  XI II. 

On  Culls  of  the  K(dl   and    House. 

1.  Upon  e\'ery  roll  call  tiu^  names  of  the  m(Mn])ers  shall  be 
called  alphaljetically  by  snrnani(\,  exce])t  when  two  or  more 
have  the  sajue  name,  in  which  case  the  name  of  the  County 
shall  be  added;. and  if  there  ])e  two  such  members  from  the 
saiue  county,  the  whole  name  shall  be  called;  and  after  the  roll 
lias  been  once  called,  the  Clerk  shall  call  in  the  alphabetical 
order  the  names  of  those  not  ^otini;  or  answering;  and  there- 
after the  speaker  shall  not  entertain  a  request  to  record  a  vote. 

2.  In  the  al^sem-e  of  a  ([uorum,  ten  membcn-s,  including  the 
Hpeaker,  if  there  is  one,  shall  Ix^  authorized  to  compel  the  at- 
tendance of  ai>s(uit  mem!)ers,  and  in  all  calls  of  the  House  the 
names  of  the  members  shall  Ix^  callcMl  by  the  ('lerk  and  the  ab- 
sentees noted;  the  door  shall  then  be  closed,  and  those  for 
whom  no  sufficient  excuse  is  made,  by  order  of  a  majority  of 
those  present  shall  be  sent  for  and  arrested  whcu^ever  they  may 
be  found,  by  olTicers  to  ])e  appointed  by  the  Sergeant-at-Arms 
for  that  purpose,  and  their  attendance  secured  ;  and  the  [louse 
shall  determine  upon  what  condition  they  shall  be  discharged. 

3.  When,  (;n  call  (»f  the  House,  there  are  members  present 
declining  to  \ote,  their  names  shall  be  called  by  the  Speaker 
and  entered  on  the  Journal  as  ])resent.  If  those  voting  or  ans- 
wering to  their  nann^s  on  the  (all,  and  those  who  are  present 
and  declining  to  vote  or  ansAMu-,  shall  together  make  a  major- 
ity of  tlie  House,  the  ^^peaker  shall  declare  that  a  quorum  is 
constituted,  aufl  the  pending  question  shall  be  decided  as  a 
majority  of  tliose  voting  shall  indicate.  Members  who  volun- 
tarily  appear  shall,  unless  the  House  otherwise  direct,  be  im- 
mediately adudtted  to  tlie  Hall  of  the  Hous(\  and  they  shall  re- 
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])ort  their  names  to  tlie  Clerk  to  be  entercl  nijon  tlie  Journal 
as  pi'sent. 

4.  ]/airs  sliall  be  annonnceil  by  the  Clerk  after  the  comple- 
tion of  the  second  roll  call  from  a  written  list  fnrnished  him, 
and  signed  l>v  tiie  nieinber  making  tlie  statemenl   to  him. 


RULE  XIV. 

On  lU'otions,  Their  Precedence,  etc.,  etc. 

1.  Every  motion  made  to  tlie  Honse  and  entertained  by  the 
S])eaker  shall  ])e  reduced  to  writint^'  on  the  demand  of  any 
meml)er,  and  shall  be  entered  on  the  Journal  with  the  name 
of  tlie  meml)er  making  it,  unless  it  is  withdrawn  the  same  clay. 

2.  W  heu  a  motion  lias  been  made,  tlie  Speaker  shall  state 
it,  ()!'.  (  it  ir  be  in  writing)  cause  if  to  be  read  aloiul  l)y  the  Clerk 
b(4'or(^  being  debated,  and  it  shall  then  be  in  possession  of  the 
House,  but  may  be  ^\'ithdrawn  a;t  any  time  before  a  decision 
of  amendment. 

3.  When  any  motion  or  proposition  is  made,  the  question 
^'Will  the  House  now  consider  it?''  shall  not  be  put  unless  de- 
uianded  by  a  mendier. 

1.  When  a  (piestion  is  undcu'  d('1)ate,  no  motion  shall  be  re- 
ceived but  to  fix  the  da^^  to  which  tlie  House  shall  adjourn,  to 
adjourn,  to  take  a  recess,  to  lay  on  tlie  table,  foi'  the  previous 
(jU(^stion  (wh/ich  motion  shall  be  decided  without  debate),  to 
postpone  to  a  day  certain,  to  refer  or  amend,  or  to  postpone 
indefinitely,  whicli  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in 
the  foregoing  order;  and  no  motion  to  x>ostpone  to  a  day  cer- 
taiii  to  refer,  or  to  postpone  indefinitely,  being  decided,  shall 
!se  again  allo^^ed  on  the  same  day  at  the  same  stage  of  the 
question. 

5.  A  motion  to  fix  the  da^^  to  which  the  House  shall  ad- 
i'.>iiru,  a  motion  to  adjourn  and  to  take  a  recess  shall  always 
be  in  order  and  the  hour  at  whicli  the  House  adjourns  shall 
be  entered  on  tlie  journal. 

6.  On  the  demand  of  aiw  member  before  the  question  is 
put,  a  question  shall  be  divided  if  it  include  propositions  so 
distinct  in  substance  that  one  being  taken  away  a  substan- 
ri^  e  proposition  shall  remain. 

7.  A  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  is  indivisa])le,  but  a 
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motion  to  xtrikc^  out  Ix^iiio  iosl  sliall  iicitlKM-  jn'ccliidc  ;inicii<]- 
iiieiit  not  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert;  aud  uo  niolien  or 
proposition  on  a  subject  dif['ei'(uit  from  that  umh^r  eoiisidci-a- 
tion  sluill  be  aduiitted  uiidiu-  eobu'  of  aiiiendmmit. 

8.  Pending,  a  motion  to  suspend  the  i-ides,  (he  Sj>eaker  nuiy 
entertain  one  motion  that  the  lIous(^  adjoiini;  but  after  tlie 
result  tbereon  is  announced  lie  shall  not  entei-raiu  any  otlier 
dilatory  motion  till  tlie  vote  is  taken  on  sus])ension. 


EULE  XV. 

Moiions  Decided  Witbout  Debate. 

All  incidental  questiojis  of  order,  arisini;  after  an  undebate- 
able  motion  is  made,  and  pendinii;  sucli  motion,  shall  be  de- 
cided wlietlier  on  api)eal  or  otherwise,  witlnnit  debate. 


KULE   XV i. 

Motions  Not  to  be  Kenewed. 

A  motion  to  postpone  to  a  day  certain,  to  commit  or  ])ost- 
pone  indefinitely,  being-  decided,  sliall  not  aj^ain  be  allowed 
on  the  same  day  and  at  tbe  same  stai^e  of  the  bill  or  propo- 
sition. 


iiuLE  xvn. 

Privileged  Motions. 

A  motion  to  adjourn  sliall  always  l)e  in  order,  except  when 
the  House  is  voting,  or  when  the  last  business  transacted  was 
a  motion  to  adjourn,  but  this  rtile  shall  not  authorize  any  mem- 
ber to  move  an  adjournment  when  another  niember  has  the 
floor. 


liULE  XVIII. 

Anj  motion  or  resolution  relating  to  the  organisation  of 
the  House,  or  to  any  of  its  officers,  members  or  committees,: 
shall   be  jU'i Alleged  and   need   not  lie  over  for  consideratiou. 
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KULE  XIX. 

IVIembers  to  Vote,  Unless  Excused. 

E\ei'A'  uieiriber  present,  Avlien  a  (jnestion  is  put,  when  liis 
muui'  is  ealJed,  sliail  vote,  unless  the  House  sliall,  for  special 
cause,  excuse  liim.

1.  ^A'hen  a  motion  has  been  made  and  carried  or  lost,  it 
shall  ])e  in  order  tor  an}'  member  who  voted  with  the  prevail- 
ing side,  (m  the  same  or  succeeding  day  to  move  for  the  re- 
consideration thereof,  and  such  motion  shall  take  i^recedence 
of  all  other  questions,  except  the  consideration  of  a  conference 
i-eport,  a  motion  to  fix  the  day  to  which  the  House  shall  ad- 
journ, to  adjourn,  or  to  take  a  recess,  and  shall  not  be  with- 
dr-awn  after  the  said  succeeding  day  without  the  consent  of  the 
House,  and  thereafter  any  member  may  call  it  up  for  con- 
sideration; pi'ovided  that  such  motion  if  made  during  the  last 
six  days  of  the  session  shall  be  disposed  of  when  made. 

2.  Xo  bill,  j>etition,  memorial,  or  resolution  referred  to  a 
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committee,  or  repoi-ted  (Ih^icIVoui  for  iM'iiitin,u  .mihI  rcM-oimnit- 
ment,  shall  be  brought  back  iuto  tlie  J  louse*  on  a  motion  to  re- 
consider; and  alJ,  bills,  petitions,  memorials  or  resohitions  re- 
ported from  a  committee  shall  bc^  accom])ani(Ml  b^y  rc^ports  in 
writini>-  wliich  shall  be  entered  in  tiie  Jonrnal. 


JiULE  XXIV: 

Xo  (Question  to  be  Twice  Iveconsidered. 

When  a  motion  for  reconsideration  is  decided,  that  decision 
shall  not  be  reconsidered  upon  either  of  the  following  motions :

KULE  XXV. 

P]*evions    Question. 

1.  There  shall  be  a  motion  for  the  previons  question,  which 
being  ordered  by  a  majority,  if  a  quorum  be  present,  shall  have 
the  effect  to  cnt  off  all  debate  and  bring  the  House  to  a,  direct 
vote  ui3on  the  immediate  question  or  questions  on  wliich  it 
has  been  asked  or  ordered ;  provided,  that  when  the  previous 
qustion  is  ordered  on  any  proposition  on  which  there  has  been 
no  debate,  it  shall  be  in  order  to  debate  the  proposition  to  be 
voted  on  for  thirty  minutes,  one-half  of  such  time  to  be  given 
to  debate  in  favor  of  and  one-half  to  debate  in  opposition  to 
such  proposition.

It  shall  be  in  order,  pend- 
ing the  motion  for  or  after  the  previous  question  shall  Imve 
been  ordered  on  its  passage,  for  the  Speaker  to  entertain  and 
subndt  motion  to  commit,  with  or  without  instructions,  to  a 
standing  or  select  committee;  and  a  motion  to  lay  upon  the 
table  shall  be  in  order  on  the  second  and  third  reading  of  a 
bill. 

2.  A  call  of  the  House  shall  not  be  in  order  after  the  pre- 
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^'i<)lls  (|ne,sti()H  is  ordered,  unless  it  sliall  appear  upon  au  ac- 
trial  coiiiit  by  llie  Si>eaker  tliat  a  quorum  is  not  present. 

3.  .Ul  incidental  questions  of  order  arisin^i;  from,  lafter  a 
liiotion  is  made  for  the  previous  question,  and  pendint;  sueli 
uiolion,  shall  he  decided,  wlietlier  on  appeal  or  otlterwise,  witli- 
out  debate. 


RULE  XXVI. 

Amendments. 

When  a  uiotion  oi  ]>roposition  is  under  consideration,  a  mo- 
tion to  amend  and  a  motion  to  amend  tliat  amendment  shall 
be  in  order,  and  it  sliall  also  be  in  order  to  offer  a  further 
anu^ndment  by  way  of  substitute,  to  which  one  amendment 
may  be  offered,  but  which  shall  not  l)e  Yoted  on  until  the 
original  matter  is  perfected,  but  neither  may  be  withdrawn 
l)efore  amendment  or  decision  is  had  tliereon.  Amendments 
to  the  title  of  the  bill  or  resolution  sluill  not  be  in  order  until 
after  its  x>assape,  and  shall  be  decided  without  debate.

All  bills  and  resolutions  ofl'ered  in  the  House  hj  any  mem- 
ber or  couiuiittee  shall  be  endorsed  by  the  member  or  commit- 
t(M^  offering*'  the  same,  and  no  bill  shall  be  introduced  except 
after  one  day's  previous  notice  of  the  lull  by  its  title,  unless  by 
the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  uieuibers  ju'esent.

The  business  of  the  General  Orders  shall  be  taken  up  in 
the  following  manner',  viz :  The  Olerk  shall  announce  the  title 
of  each  bill,  or  other  matter  as  it  shall  be  reached,  in  its  order 
whereupon  it  shall  be  taken  up  upon  the  call  of  any  member 
without  the  putting  of  a  question  therefor;  but  if  not  so 
moved,  it  shall  lose  its  i^recedence  for  the  day.

Xo  standing  or  select  committee,  or  any  member  thereof, 
shall  report  any  "substitute"  or  '^amendment''  for  any  bill  or 
l)ills,  or  resolution,  referred  to  such  committee,  which  substi- 
tute or  amendment  i-elates  to  a  diiTerent  subject,  or  is  intend-

or  passed  would  require  a  title  essentiallly  diifereut  from  the 
title  of  the  original  bill  or  resolution;  and  any  substitute,  bill 
or  resolution  so  reported,  shall  I)e  rejected  whenever  the  House 
is  advised  that  the  same  is  a  violation  of  this  rule.  This  rule 
shall  not  be  suspended. 


RULE  XLI. 

Of  Oommittees  of  the  ^^nM)le  House. 

1.  The  House  may  resolve  itself  into  a  Oommittee  of  the 
Whole  by  a  majority  vof  a  quorum  votine;  on  motion  of  a  mem- 
ber for  that  purpose. 

2.  In  all  cases,  in  forming  a  committee  of  the  House,  the 
Speaker  shall  leave  his  chair,  :^ifter  a,])pointinj>  a  chairman  to 
])reside,  who  shall  in  case  of  distur])ance  or  disorderly  conduct 
in  the  gallaries  or  lobl)ies,  have  the  ])ower  to  cause  them  to  be 
cleared.

any  time  before  tlie  consideration  of  a  bill  has  commenced. 

5.  In  Committees  of  the  Whole  House  business  on  the  cal- 
endar shall  be  taken  up  in  general  order,  except  bills  for  rais- 
ing revenue  and  general  ap|)ropriation  bills,  which  shall  have 
precedence,  and  when  objection  is  made  to  passing  over  any 
1)ill  or  proposition,  the  committee  shall  thereupon  rise  and  re- 
port such  objection  to  the  House  ^diicli  shall  decide  without 
debate  whether  such  bill  or  proposition  shall  be  considered 
or  laid  aside  for  the  present;  wdiereupon  the  committee  shall 
resume  its  sitting  without  further  order  of  the  House.

opposition  to  it^  and  tliei-e  sliali  hv  no  fni'tlKM'  (U^bate  there- 
on; bnt  tlie  same  i)rivik\i»e  of  debate  shall  be  allowed  in  favor 
and  against  any  amendment  tiuit  may  b(^.  offered  to  an  amend- 
ment; and  neither  an  amendment  nor  an  amendment  to  an 
amendment  shall  be  withdrawn  by  tlie  mover  tliereof  nnh^ss 
by  nnanimons  consent  of  the  committee. 

7.  The  Honse  or  the  committee  tnay,  b.y  a  vote  of  the  ma- 
joritj^  of  the  members  present  at  any  time  after  the  five  min^ 
ntes'  debate  has  begnn  npon  proposed  amendments  to  any 
section  or  paragraph  to  a  bill,  close  all  debate  npon  snch  sec- 
tion or  paragraph,  or,  at  its  election,  npon  the  pending  amend- 
ment only  (which  motion  shall  be  decided  withont  del)ate)  bnt 
this  shall  not  preclude  fnrther  amendment  to  be  decided  with- 
ont debate.

lating to  such  claim,  or  may  loan  temporarily  to  any  officer 
of  the  Executive  departments  any  papers  on  file  in  his  office 
relating  to  any  matter  pending  before  such  officer,  taking  re- 
ceipt therefor. 

lUJLE  LXV. 

Ballots. 

In  all  other  cases  of  ballots  than  for  committees,  a  majority 
of  the  votes  given  shall  ])e  necessary  to  an  election,  and  where 
there  shall  not  be  such  a  majority  on  the  first  ballot,  the  bal- 
lot sball  be  repeated  until  a  majority  be  attained,  and  in  all 
balloting,  blanks  shall  be  rejected  and  not  taken  into  count 
in  the  enumei-ation  of  votes,  or  reported  by  the  tellers. 


RULE    LXYI. 

Estimates  of  appropriations,  and  all  other  communications 
from  the  Executive  departments  intended  for  the  considera- 
tion of  any  Committees  of  the  House,  shall  be  addressed  to  the 
Speaker,  and  by  him  submitted  to  the  House  for  reference. 


RULE  LXVII. 

Authority  on  Parliamentary  Practice. 

1.  The  Rules  of  Parliamentary  Practice  comprised  in 
Roberts'  Rules  of  Order  shall  govern  the  House  in  all  cases  in 
which  they  are  applicable,  and  in  which  they  are  not  incon- 
sistent with  these  rules  and  orders  of  the  House,  and  the  joint 
rules  and  orders  of  the  Senate  and  the  House. 

2.  On  questions  of  orthography,  Webster's  Int-^rnatioual 
Dictionarv  shall  be  taken  as  the  Standard. 
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Joint  Rules  of  the  Senate  and   House  of 
Representatives. 


No.  1.  Tniie  of  Opening  and  Closing. — Tlie  ( Chamber  o:l' 
the  Senate  and  the  Hall  of  the  House  of  i Representatives  shall 
Ife  open  from  8  o'eloek  A.  M.  nntil  11  o'eloek  J\  I\f.  each  day 
(lining  tlie  session,  nnless  by  resolntion  of  the  Seniate,  its 
( 'iiamber^  or  by  ;  resolntion  of  the  Honse,  its  Hall  shall  U^ 
eh)sed. 

No.  2.  IMessages,  How  to  ])e  Transmitted.— .Messages  shall 
be  ti'ansnjitted  between  the  t^vo  Houses  b\'  the  Sergeant-at- 
Ai-ms,  or  his  assistants,  or  by  sneh  other  ottieers  as  either  House 
may  designate,  whieh  messages  shall  kee])  eaeli  House  in- 
i'ormed  ^\\U\  pi-omptness  of  all  noti<'es  given  and  bills  intro- 
duced, the  general  condition  and  \state  of  tiie  business  of  the 
other,  and  such  messages  shall  be  in  Avriting. 

No.  3.  Announcement  of  Messages. — AVhen  a  Message 
shall  be  sent  from  either  House  to  the  (»ther,  it  shall  be  an- 
nounced at  the  door  of  the  House  to  which  it  is  sent  by  the 
Sergeant-at-Arms  or  his  assistant,  and  shall  be  respectfulh' 
communicated  to  tlie  ]}residing  officer  by  the  person  by  whom 
it  is  sent. 

No.  4.  Transmission  of  Pa])ers. — Each  House  shall  trans- 
mit to  the  other,  with  an^^  bill,  resolutiou  or  memorial,  all 
pa]>ers  u])ou  which  the  same  shall  be  founded,  and  on  trans- 
mission of  any  House  Bill  to  the  J^enate  the  Secretary  of  tlie 
Senate  shall  dc^liver  to  the  Chief  Olerk  of  the  House  a  dated 
r{M-ei])t  for  sucli  bill,  and  on  the  transmission  of  any  Senate 
bill  to  the  House  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  House  shall  deliver  to 
tlu^  Secretary  of  the  Senate  a  dated  recei])t  therefor. 

No.  5.  Printing  of  Bills  and  Kesolutions. — When  any  bill, 
nu'morial  oi-  resolution  is  ordered  to  be  printed,  a  suificient 
number  of  copies  shall  be  printed  for  tlie  use  of  both  House 
nnd  the  (piota  of  each  House  delivered  to  its  Sergeant-at-Arms,

lo   Each   House.- -It  shall  he  the  dutv  of  (he  (^hief  Clerk  of

l)ass(Ml  in  one  House  is  rejected  in  the  other,  notiee  of  said  re- 
jection sliall  he  i^rven  to  tln^  House  which  has  ])assed  tlie  same. 

No.  8.  Five  Days'  Notiee^  and  ConscMil  of  Two-Thirds  Vote 
— V/lu^n  a  ]n\],  i-esohition  oi-  niemoi-ial  which  shall  have  ])assed 
in  one  House  is  rejected  in  tlie  oth(M%  it  shall  not  aiL^ain  Int  in- 
troduced, diirinji;  tlie  session  without  tiv(^  days'  notice  and  con- 
sent of  two-thirds  of  tln^  nienjliers  votin;L»'  tln^reon. 

No.  1).  Titl(>  and  Number  of  Jlills.  -The  I  ille  of  cn'c^ry  hill 
shall  ])rjelly  state  its  lieneral  ohjeel,  and  e\'(M'\'  hill  shall  he 
numbered  l)y  the  clerk,  and  the  title  thereof,  and  the  name  of 
the  member  or  committee  introducini>  the  same  sliall  be  en- 
dorsed thereon. 

No.  10.  Journal  to  Give  Title  and  Number  of  ]^>ills.— The 
journal  of  each  JTouse  shall  ^liive  the  title  and  number  of  each 
bill,  joint  resolution  or  memorial:  but  the  second  and  lall  sub- 
sequent reference  shall  ])e  complete  when  referred  to  by  its 
number. 

No.  11.  Enrollment  of  Kills. — Wlien  a  1)111  has  ]>assed  both 
lIous(  s  it  shall  be  duly  enrolled  Ivy  the  Enrolling  Clerk  of  the 
I  louse  in  which  it  orii»inated,  and  the  fact  of  its  ori^^in  shall 
be  certified  by  the  endorscuncmt  of  (he  eh^i-k  thei*eof. 

No.  12.  lOxaiuination  of  Enrolled  I>ills. — AVhen  bills  ai-e 
eni-olled  they  shall  be  examined  by  a  joint  committee  of  three 
fi'om  the  Senat(%  and  three  from  the  House,  a])pointed  as  a 
standing  comuiittee  for  that  purpose,  who  shall  carefully  com- 
pare the  enrollment  \\'ith  the  engrossed  Ijills  as  passed  in  the 
two  Houses,  and  correcting  any  errors  that  may  be  discovered 
in  the  enrolled  bills,  make  their  report  forthwith  to  their  re- 
e-pective  Houses. 

No.  13.  Signing  of  P^nrolled  Bills  by  l^residing  Officers. — 
Each  enrolled  bill  shall  be  signed  first  bv  the  pi-esiding  officer 
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of  the  House  in  wliicli  it  origiuateil,  aiul  then  by  the  i)residing 
oti'icer  of  the  other  braueli  of  the  Legishitive  Assembly  in  the 
presence  of  tJieir  respective  Houses  wliile  in  session. 

No.  It.  Notices  of  ^i^ning  Bills  to  be  (liven  by  Presiding 
Off  leer. — Upon  tlie  i>resentation  of  an  enrolled  bill  by  the  En- 
rolling (Joinmittee  of  eitlier  House  to  the  presiding  officer 
for  In's  signature  thereto,  he  shall  arise  in  his  place  and  give 
•notice  that  he  is  about  to  sign  tlie  same,  giving  the  title 
thereof;  A\'hereupon,  if  any  member  shall  signify  Ids  desire  so 
to  do,  he  shall  be  permitted  to  examine  the  same,  but  no  ob- 
jections to  tlie  presiding  officer  signing  tlie  same  shall  be  of 
any  avail  if  the  same  conforms  to  the  engrossed  ])ill  as  it 
j>assed  both  Houses. 

Xo.  15.  Bills  lor  Governor's  Approval. — After  a  bill  shall 
have  been  signed  in  each  House,  it  shall  be  presented  I)y  the 
Joint  t'ommittee  of  Enrollment  to  the  Governor  for  his  ap- 
})]"oval,  taking  Ids  receipt  therefor,  and  the  said  committee 
shall  forthwith  report  to  their  respective  Houses  the  day  and 
hour  of  such  presentation,  which  shall  l)e  entered  upon  the 
journal  of  such  House. 

No.  16.  Memorials  to  t'ongress  to  Be  Enrolled. — All 
memorials  to  Congress,  or  to  any  officer  or  other  authority  of 
the  Government,  after  they  have  passed  both  Houses,  shall  be 
enrolled,  signed  by  the  presiding  officer  of  the  respective 
Houses,  and  sliall  be  transmitted  by  tlie  Chief  Clerk  of  the 
House  in  which  they  originated;  to  the  President  of  the 
S(^uate,  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  l^epresentatives,  or  to  the 
autlioi'it}'  memorialized,  and  a  eopy  to  our  Senators  and  Kep- 
i-escutatives  in  Congress. 

No.  17.  Joint  Besolutions  and  j^lemorials  to  l)e  Filed  with 
the  Secretary  of  State. — Whenever  a  joint  resolution  or 
memorial  shall  have  passed  both  Houses  of  the  Legislative  As- 
s(mib]y,  an  enrolled  copy  thereof,  duly  signed  hy  the  Speaker 
of  the  House  of  Bepresenta fives  and  the  President  of  the 
Senate,  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  by 
1he  Chief  Clerk  or  Secretary  of  the  House  in  which  the  same 
(friginated. 

No.   IS.     (Conference    in    (^^ase    of    Disagreement    Between 
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Houses. — Ii^  every  case  of  disagreeinent  ])etween  the  Senate 
and  the  Mouse  of  liepresentatives,  if  either  House  req nests 
a  conference  and  appoints  a  committee  for  that  i)nrpose,  the 
other  shall  ap])oint  a  committee  to  confer  therewitli  n])on  tlie 
snbject  of  tlieir  disagreement.  They  sliall  meet  at  a  conveni- 
ent time  to  be  agreed  upon  by  their  Clmirman  and  liaving 
conferred  freely,  each  shall  report  to  their  respective  bodies 
the  result  of  their  conference. 

No.  19.  Chairman  of  Joint  Committees. — In  Joint  Commit- 
tees, standing  or  special,  the  Chairman  of  the  Senate  Commit- 
tee shall  l)e  Chairman  of  the  Joint  Committee. 

Xo.  20.  Ifepealing  of  Joint  liules. — No  joint  rule  shall  be 
repealed,  amended  or  suspended  except  by  two-thirds  vote  in 
each  House. 

No.  21. — All  bills  introduced  in  either  house  shall  have  suit- 
al)le  co"^>'ers  of  a  good,  substantial  material,  so  that  the  history 
of  the  bill  may  be  written  thereon. 

No.  22.  A  Steering  Committee  Provided  For. — The  Presi- 
dent of  the  Senate  shall  appoint  a  committee  of  5  Senators 
and  the  Speaker  of  the  House  shall  appoint  a  like  Committee 
of  5  House  ^! embers,  and  such  10  members  so  appointed  shall 
constitute  a  joint  steering  committee,  and  such  joint  Steer- 
ing Committee  shall  on  and  after  the  1:0th  day  of  the  Legis- 
lative Session  have  the  authority  and  are  hereby  directed  to 
fix  the  order  of  consf deration  of  all  bills,  memorials  and  reso- 
lutions coming  before  the  Senate  or  House  Jor  consideration, 
snbject,  hoAvever,  to  the  general  provision  that  in  the  Senate 
all  House  business  shall  be  first  considered,  and  in  the  House 
all  Senate  bills  shall  be  first  considered ;  all  reports  of  the 
House  Committee  of  such  joint  Steering  Committee  shall  be 
signed  by  its  Chairman,  and  shall  also  be  approved  and  signed 
by  the  Chairman  of  the  Senate  Steering  Committee,  and  all 
reports  of  the  Senate  Committee  of  such  Joint  Steering  Com- 
mittee shall  be  signed  by  its  Chairman;  and  also  signed  and 
approved  by  the  Chairman  of  the  House  Steering  Committee.
